terian church. At the mooting of the 
Presbytery at Riploy yesterday called 
to consider his actions of late as mini- 
ster of the Presbyterian church of that 
place the reverend gentleman 
was 


suspended from the ministery for three 
years, or until Apri!, 1808, and there- 
after indefinitely, unless his actions 
arc satisfactory to the Presbytery. 


The conditions imposed for his re- 


turn to tho ministry are very sinct 
and ho will have to be very mindful 
of his actions in tho future if he ex- 
pocts to return to the pulpit- 


Ho was ordered to establish a record 


for sobriety that would stand the moat 
rlpid investigations by the Presbytery. 
lie was also ordered to report to the 
Presbytery at, each stated meeting of 
that body! and to satisfy them of his 


It was 
upright conduct in the interim, 
also provided that Rev. Best be admon- 
ished of the hcinousness of tho offense 
which ho has just committed and that 
he be exhorted to tfreat, watchfullness 
and praycrfulucss iti view of his temp- 
tations. 


For his previous estray from proper 


conduct aud in view of the broken 
down condition of his health he was 
suspended from tho Presbyserian pul- 
pit until his conduct shall prove satis- 
factory to the members of the Presby- 
tery, 
-vfk' 


The charges against Rev. Best wore 


very sweeping in thoir character, and 
out of his own admission ho was sus- 
pended. In addition to tho charge of 
intemperance, ho was taken to task 
lor a very abusive sermon preached 
May 5th, in which he took occasion to 
denounce members of his congregation 
as "damablo liars," "Juduses," and 
other epithets not at all complimentary. 
It was a most scorching sermon, and 
was more destructive to the character 
of his congregation than tho recent 
sermon of Rev. Goboit in this city. 
Ho showed much ill temper towards 
hia congregation and whon they began 
to whisper about that his conduct on 
all occasions was not in perfect accord 
with that of a minister's life, 
he 


threatened thorn with suits for slander. 
Uideod ho carried this matter far 
enough to hiro a lawyer and to single 
out scvon or eight members of his 
church to bo brought before 
magistrate. 


The frisky preacher was also charged 


with being on too familiar terms-with 
old John Barleycorn for a number of 
years and had been drunk on a num- 
ber of occasions and was very much 
under tho influence of liquor on his 
visit to Portsmouth, May Slst. 
The 


Presbytery 
wore also prepared 
to 


prove if necessary that he was drunk 
whon ho fell from his bicycle about a 
year ago and sustained a fracture of 
his hip, which has since 
much trouble. 


Rov. Best admitted tho general truth- 


fulness of the charges preferred against 
him, and made no remonstrance against 
his suspension. 
Just what he will 


busy himself in doing tho next three 
years is not known, 
lie has made uo 


announcement of his future plans, but 
it is most generally understood that 
ho will muko no effort toward his re- 
instatement in tho pulpit. 


His suspension from a pastor's duties 


is looked upon as final. The members 
of tho Presbytery sympathized with 
him in his downfall and acted in the 
most lenient manner possible under 
tho circumstanco. While there is con- 
siderable, ill feeling toward Rev. Best, 
by his congregation there, is no doubt 
that they would be glad to take him 
back as 'a minister provided he exorcise 
tho prcfor spirit of repentance.
